Barnes pointed out th a t the 
new shoulder rifle "can be fired 
two and a quarter times as fast 
as the Springfield rifle . . . and 
show's great promise in combat­ 
ting low flying planes." 
Of the new mobile 37-mm anti­ 
aircraft gun, Barnes wrote: 
"This fully autom atic gun fires 
at the rate of 125 rounds per min­ 
ute. 
The 
projectile, 
weighing 
about one and a third pounds, has 
an instantaneous fuse designed to 
detonate its charge of high explo­ 
sive on striking any part of the 
airplane . . . it is doubtful wheth­

Discussing the new locator and 
searchlight, he declared: 
"Field tests have indicated that 
it will be difficult for bombing 
squadrons to make night attacks 
on defended areas without being 
detected."

first-aid 
posts, and it allows a lump sum, 
which local authorities may use 
for 
miscellaneous 
expenses 
as 
they like 
for tea and coffee for 
the personnel, for example. 
“It is assumed that most of the 
more exposed, or key, posts will 
use

margin for a supply of rum, but 
at this stage it is not considered 
necessary to lay down a rigid 
rule on the subject.”

told that Keaton 
fired three shots at the automo­ 
bile.

NEW YORK, Dec. 26—The voice 
of Prim e Minister Eamon De Va­ 
lera of Ireland was added today to 
the chorus of pleas for peace from 


I the heads of the world’s neutral 


I nations. 
In an international 
Christmas 
Day radio broadcast heard in the 
J United States, the Irish 
prime 
: m inister suggested an immediate 
conference of the w arring nations 
and warned that a peace confer­ 
ence At the end of w’ar takes place 
“in an atm osphere which preelud- 
; es justice.” 
“The ta c t th at in the case of a 


j modern great w ar the victor and 
| the vanquished nations alike have, 
for years after the war is over, to 
endure privations as great almost 
as those of the w ar itself, should 
urge a settlem ent be sought now 
in good will rather than w ait un­ 
til exhaustion has forced the requi­ 
site dispositions for peace. 
“The good will of the leaders 
where it exists should be backed 


j by insistence from the masses wrho 
: suffer most from w ar and would 
profit most if wise counsels are 
I taken and wise courses pursued.” 


Since the Revolutionary War. j 
Congress has been open-handed in 
voting pensions to widows of vet­ 
erans, w hether or not their deaths 
were incurred during service. But 
of World W ar widows there are j 
only 40,368 who receive pensions, 
under the law limiting them to j 
actual victims of war injuries. 
There are over 100,000 other wi­ 
dows whose World W ar husbands 
had no disability records. They 
claim they are being discrim inat­ 
ed against, and with the backing 
of the American Legion are m ak­ 
ing a powerful drive on Congress 
to do som ething about it. The 
facts th at many of the widows are 
destitute, with dependent children, 
and that 1940 is an election year, 
add force to the undercover pres­ 
sure campaign. 
The Government is still paying 
pensions to 152 widows of soldiers 
of the w ar with Mexico in 1848. 
Other pension widows are 4.176 of 
Indian W ars veterans, 53,550 of the 
Civil War, and 54,238 of the Span- 
ish-Ameriean 
W ar. Oldest 
pen­ 
sioner is 82-year-old Mrs. Esther 
Ann Hill Morgan of Independence,

“surviving

child” of the W ar of 1812.
